2. Statistics similar to those contained 
in Tabtes 1 and 2 of this bulletin are 
published each month as they become 
available, in the publication Monthly 
Summary of Statistics (1305.1) which is 
available free on request to this Office. 
Other data contained in this bulletin are 
also available each month (except for the 
occupation and industry details for 
employed persons, which are available only 
on a quarterly basis)» In addition, other 
unpublished data may also be available. 
These data, if required each month as they 
become available, may be obtained from this 
Office. 


3+ The Population Survey. The Survey is 


based on a multi-stage area sample of 
private dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and 
non-private dwellings (hotels, 
etc.), and covers about one~half of one per 
cent of the population of New South Wales. 
The information is obtained from the 
occupants of selected dweliings by 
carefully chosen and specially trained 
interviewers. The interviews are generally 
conducted during the two weeks beginning on 
the Monday between the 6th and 12th of each

the week before the interview (i.e. the 
Survey week). Before February 1978, the 
interviews were spread over four weeks, 
chosen so that the Survey weeks generally 
feil within the limits of the calendar 
month. 

4.  Scope- The Survey includes ali persons

(a) members of the permanent defence 


forces;

5. Reliability of the estimates. Since 


in this bulletin are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they may differ from 
that would have been obtained if 
had been collected from 
dwellings (using the same 
interviewing procedures). 
One measure of the Itkely difference is 
given by the standard error, which 
indicates. the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included in the 
Survey. A Technical Note, showing the 
likely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, is shown on page 15 of this 
bulletin.

6. Classifications of the labour force 

(a) The Lebour Force Classification used 
in the Survey conforms closely to that 
recommended by the Eighth Internationa 


Conference of Labour Statisticians, 1954. 
The labour force comprises al! civilians 
aged 15 years and over who, during the 
Survey week, were employed or unemployed. 
The Survey week comprises the seven days 
preceding the interview week (see note 3 
above). The activities of persons in this 
period of reference are used in determining 
the classification of those who are 
employed. In addition to this week, the 3 


weeks preceding it are also considered in 
identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow.

ll. These employed persons can be 
classified into : 


+ full-time workers (i.e. those 
who usually work 35 hours a week 
or more, and others who, 
although usually part-time 
workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the Survey week); and 


+ part-time workers (iee. those 
who usually work less than 35 
hours a week, and who did so 
during the Survey week). 


A person who held more than one job is 
counted only once ~ in the Job in which he 
worked most hours during the Survey week. 


(c) Unemployed persons comprise all 
civilians aged 15’ years and over who were 


not employed during the Survey week, and 


I. had actively tooked for full-time 
or part-time work at any time in 
the four weeks up to the end of the 
Survey week, and : 
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+ were available for work in the 
Survey week, or would have been 
avallabie except for tem 
tliness (hes ~basttng™ for 
than four weeks to the end 
the Survey week); or 


«+ were waiting to start a new job 
within four weeks from the end 
of the Survey week, and would 
have started in the Survey week 
if the job had been available 
then; or 


i. were walting to be called back to 
a full-time or part-time job from 
which they had been stood down 
without pay for tess than four 
weeks up to the end of the Survey 
week (Including the whole of the 
Survey week) for reasons other 
than bad 
breakdown.

Note. The figures shown in this bulletin 
for the number of persons unemployed should 
not be confused with those issued by the 
Commonwealth Department of Employment and 
Youth Affairs; the latter figures represent 
the number of persons registered as 
unemployed with the Commonwealth Employment 
Service. 


(d) Persons not in the labour force are 
those who, during the Survey week, were not 
in the categories Temployed' or 
‘unemployed', as defined. 

7. Industry classification. The 
classification of industries is ina 


accordance with the Australian Standard 
tndustrial Classification (ASIC) described 
in the Bureau publication Austratian 
Standard Industrial Classification, Vol. 1 
- The Classification (1201.0). From 
September 1979, Classification is according 
to the 1978 Edition of ASIC while for 
earlier periods classification was 
according to the 1969 (Preliminary) 
Edition. 


8. Occupation classification. The 
classification of occupations is in 


accordance with the Classification and 


Classified List of Occupations (Revised, 


9. Comparability of series» When 
comparing estimates for February 1978 and 
subsequent months with those for earlier 
periods, it should be noted that with the 
introduction of monthly surveys the 


interviews are now conducted during a two- 
week period, whereas formerly the pertod 
was four weeks (see note 3). This change 
of timing may affect the level of the 
figures for any month, but particularly for 
months during which employment status of 
the population may be changing rapidly. 


10. Occasionally the estimates of month- 
to-month changes in numbers employed are 
difficult to reconcile with what is known 
of developments in industry, commerce, or 
government employment. For this reason an 
investigation ts beltng undertaken of 
methods and procedures used in producing 
the estimates.

} The tabour force estimates are derived 
from the Population Survey by use of a 
complex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the Survey estimates 
conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population by age and 


sex, rather than to the age and sex 
distribution within the sample itself. 
Reliability of the Estimates 

2. Two types of error are possible fn an 
estimate based on a sample survey: 
sampling error and non-sampling error. The 
sampling error is a measure of the 


variabllity that occurs by chance because a 
sample rather than the enttre population, 
is surveyed. Since the estimates in this 
bulletin are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings, 
the estimates and the movements derived 
from them are subject to sampling 
variability; that is they may differ from 
the figures that would have been obtained 
if all dwellings had been included in the 
Survey.» One measure of the tikely 
difference is given by the standard error 
which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings 
included. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ by 
less than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtained if all
